yard calibre are bringing into this world such promising progeny. 
To know that they are actually business cattle as well as superior 
show specimens, is a convincing argument to present the man look- 
ing for foundation material.

latter was born Oct. 2, 1921, and is but one 
day younger than the Grand Champion. His 
sire was White Champion and his dam Sul- 
tan’s Delight.

When I bought him from 
my father in March he weighed 920 pounds. 
He was running the lot with other cattle, 
feeding on ensilage, clover hay and straw. 

“T tied him up for a week and began to 
feed him some ground oats and corn and 
oil meal with his ensilage and carried him 
water. When he had learned to stand tied 
and got so he wasn’t afraid of me, I began 
to lead him to water. 

“I kept his stall clean and made a nice 
bed for him. I was careful not to hurt or 
hit him and never scared him in any way, 
- rn became quite gentle and easily han- 

ed. 

“He won the Grand Championship at our 
county fair and then I took him to the In- 
ciana State Fair where he won first in the 
Calf Club and Grand Championship of the 
club, first in the open Aberdeen-Angus 
class, was made Champion Aberdeen-Angus 
steer and later Grand Champion over all 
breeds.”

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Blackcap Revolution Goes to Californian 


Truly great cattlemen have a faculty of 
looking into the future in a way that can 
scarcely be fathomed by the average crafts- 
man. When the name Blackcap Revolution 


was emblazoned across the news pages at 
the recent International Live Stock Expo- 
sition it was quite natural that our mind 
should reflect over the past. It only seem- 
ed as if it might have been yesterday that 
Mr. James D. McGregor, of Brandon, Man- 
itoba, sat upon the plank seat along side the 
editor and conversed about the merits of 
Blackcap Revolution as he was led into the 
sale ring at Escher & Ryan’s sale. Our 
friend liked the youngster and he bid last, 
quiting quite satisfied in his bargain. We 
are just wondering if Mr. McGregor could 
see in this calf a future International grand 
champion. Although it was mentioned at 
the sale that the youngster was built of 
that sort of material it is quite doubtful if 
many took the statement seriously. His 
breeding is overwhelmingly of McHenry ex- 
traction. A truly great son of the world’s 
greatest breeding sire, Earl Marshall. 
Blackcap Revolution found a new home in 
Canada where he has left his impress 
and everythirg points to the fact that he 
had received splendid care in his new home. 
It seems however that his owner had a 
hunch that Blackeap Revolution had some- 
thing coming to him at the International so 
arrangements were made to have him ac- 
company the Hartley stock farm herd to 
Chicago where Manager Kenneth McGregor 
looked after details. The coveted ribbons 
were won and immediately another party 
became interested in this, America’s grand 
champion bull. This time it was Mr. H. O. 
Harrison, of Longvale, California, owner of 
the Harrison ranch some 160 miles north of 
San Francisco on the Redwood Highway. A 
rich pasture tract of 10,000 acres located 
about twenty miles from the coast in the 
foothills of the Rockies. Six hundred acres 


of bottom lands are devoted to the hay crop 
which consists mostly of alfalfa and oat 
hay. The place is all under fence there be- 
ing some forty-three miles of woven wire 
fencing. The seven great pastures are sup- 
plied with an abundance of spring water 
which is retained in large redwood tanks 
placed at convient distances apart. The nat- 
ural grasses of these pastures are supple- 
mented by alfileria and burr clover. Cattle 
run out here the year round and are turned 
to market off the grass. 

This plant is now populated with 175 
head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and 150 head of grades. Among the pure 
bred cattle are some ten or a dozen good 
show cattle. These Doddies have made such 
an appeal to Mr. Harrison that he has de- 
cided to go in for the Aberdeen-Angus on a 
larger scale. While attending the Interna- 
tional Mr. Harrison fell in love with Black- 
cap Revolution and after considerable per- 
suasion became the owner of the Grand 
Champion bull paying $15,000 for him. This 
establishes a new record price for bulls at 
the International another position to which 
he is justly entitled. Realizing that a bull 
of this calibre would not be able to do the 
breed justice without the cooperation of a 
good herd of breeding matrons, Mr. Harri- 
son busied himself about the International 
barns and purchased a goodly number of 
outstanding high-class matrons to take out 
to his California ranch, among them being 
the Grand Champion female of the show, 
and many cthers which stood high in their 
classes. When these good cattle are added 
to the Andersen show herd which was re- 
cently purchased Mr. Harrison will have one 
of the best breeding plants in the country. 

Mr. Harriscn is connected with the auto- 
mobile business, being distributor for the 
Hudson and Essex in Northern California 
and Nevada, as well as a considerable dis- 
trict in California where he distributes the 
Dodge Brothers car.
